The only fact of importance disclosed by Professor 
Bunnell's affidavit is that the prosecution was vainly trying by in- 
timidation, persuasion and promises of immunity to induce Ru'ef .to 
change his story to fit the purposes of Spreckels, Heney and Burns. 


With mive innocence the old gentleman confesses that he re- 


peatedly ur-ced Ruef to swear on the witness stand to a state of 
facts which Ruef contended were false. He cheerfully acknowledges 
that he urged his former pupil to make oath as a witness against 
other men to what Ruef kept insisting would be perjured lies. No 
doubt the \\orthy pedagogue's motives were benevolent, but he does 
not appear to realize that he jvas trying to tamper with a witness 
and induce the commission of perjury. 


Doubtless the professor had convinced himself that his im- 


pressions rather than Ruef's statements represented the actual facts, 
but he app: rently never paused to reflect that if Ruef was telling 
the truth Professor Bunnell was urging him to perjure himself and 
commit the intolerable wrong of sending innocent men to State 
prison. With garrulous candor he reiterates his belief that Ruef has 
not told the truth, thus trying to make his impressions stand for the 
testimony be vainly tried to subDrn. Yet he probably deems him- 
self a good man honestly striving to serve the cause of morality and 
justice. 


Such men as Professor Bunnell are the despair of philosophers. 


Their consciences and judgment go in opposite directions. 
They 


are like the Caliph Omar, who burned the famous library at Alex- 
andria beca-ise the books therein did not teach the religious doctrines 
to which he was fanatically devoted. They are the kind of pious 
criminals \\ ho in former days were addicted to burning men's bodies 
with the benevolent intent of saving their souls and advancing the 
glory- of Go 1. Having imbibed the impression that certain men were 
guilty of heinous crimes he urged Ruef with the voluble earnest- 
ness of senile conviction to swear to his suspicions.

QUIT EAST AND WILL RETURN TO OREGON 


YORK, 
March 
12.—Forrest 


Smithson, the World's greatest hurd- 
ler, has decided to quit New York. He 
says he will leave this city today for 
his home In Portland, Ore., where he 
will remain indefinitely. 
It is doubt- 


ful whether he will ever return. 


Since Smithson came East for the 


national championships at Jamestown, 
Va_, last year, he has added a World's 
record and an American indoor record 
to his credit and defeated the flec.test 
and best jumpers in the country. 


"While much had been said as to his 


ability as an athlete in the West, il 
was not until he won the 
National 


champsionship that he was considered 


the equal of the Eastern 
champions. 


In. the 120-yard high hurdle race he 
beat the fastest men in the country 
and won in such impressive style that 
he was immediately termed the fastest 
man in the world over the high jumps. 


Shortly after that, whale a student at 


Yale, he accomplished a feat seldom 
equaled in the history of athletics at 
events in the fall interclass games. No 
less than seven times has he exceeded 
the world's mark of 8 1-5 seconds in 
the sixty yard hurdle even, but 
on 


each occasion he unfortunately toppled 
over a bar with the result that his 
new mark was not allowed, and on as 
many times more equal-il the recnrd 
mark. 
Last week at the Georgetown TJnl" 


versity meet at Washington he estab- 
lished a new American record over the 
50 yard course by covering the dis 
tance in 5 2-5 seconds, or 2-5 of a 
second faster than it was ever run 
before. 


But his greatest achievpmert w.is 


accomplished at the Xew York Ath- 
letic Club's games Tuesday night. 
In

he hung up the mark of 8 4-3 seconds, 
and In his final won easily in nine sec 
onds.
